Every day, several hundred Mc- 
Gill students pass by a mysterious 
building on University street. Very 
few know about the activity that 
goes on behind its closed doors. 
This building, with its small brass 
name-plate, houses the Montreal 
office— and temporary head office 
— of the I.L.O.— International Labor 
Organization. 

The International Labor Organi- 
zation arose after the First World 
War, out of a .growing realization 
by workers, and governments, that 
world-wide ' labor conditions could 
p'nly be improved by international 
agreement Accordingly, the Peace 
Treaties of 1910 officially cieated 
the Lli.0., with its membership con- 
sisting of states. Up to the begin- 
nbig ot the Second World War,' the 
I.L.O. boasted a membership of 65 
States. 

The three main divisions of the 
Organization consist of: The Inter- 
national , Labor Office, which acts 
as a publishing house, and a world 
information centre; the governing 
body, made up of 16 goven:ment 
representatives, eight • employer 
representatives and eight labor 
representatives; and finally the 
International Labor Conference, the 
world parliament for labor and 
social questions.

Workii^s of Redpath Outlined 
In Series of Library Lectures

Sixteen students were shown the 
workings of the Repath Library 
yesterday afternoon when Miss 
Trenholme conducted one of the 
series of Individual, lectures.' The 
Librarian explained that the pur- 
.pose of the lecturç was to acquaint 
the incoming students with the 
cataloguing and loaning of books. 

The lectures are scheduled to 
take place each.day throughout the 
month of October, which gives stu- 
dents toterested ample time to gain 
some information about library 
operations and requirements. 

The Redpath Library, with its 
collection of some 400,000 books, 
forms the nucleus of. book index- 
ing and cataloguing on the McGIll 
Campus. This means that every 
book in the Carnegie, Law, or En- 
gineering Libraries is catalogued in 
Redpath, although the books them- 
selves are found in the respective 
reference libraries. The catalogue 
drawer la a dictionary catalogue 
containing author, subject heading, 
or title cards. These cards con- 



cisely give the necessary informa- 
tion relating to the author, his date 
of birth, the fuU Mt of book, num- 
ber of editions, the pubiUher, the 
date, and the number of pages. If 
an author Is better known by an- 
other name, such as in the case of 
a married woman or titled person, 
an added entry is included. It was 
pohited out thkt In the case of 
two authors the book Is catalogued 
under ttie fini name. This order is 
very important and should be 
strictly followed by aU students as 
it saves in imnecessary waste of 
time. 

Books go out for two weeks with 
a possibility ' Of renewal. The re- 
serve books are limited to strict 
reserve (or overnight) and 48 hours. 
This is necessary to insure a fair 
distribution among the student 
body, as the same book may be 
demanded by a large number of 
students, and for this reason the 
reserve books are subject to a fine.

Record of McGill Is Revièwed 
During Fire Prevention Week 



April 1907 Witnessed the Destruction of MacDonald 
Engineering Àup|ng|u^ 
MediçaliBvfldinf^^ 



This being fire prevention 
week in Canada, it Is appropri- 
ate to glance over McGill's re- 
cord and see how fires, > which 
might have beep prevented, 
have caused considerable dam- 
age to buildings, have destroy- 
ed invaluable documents, and 
for a time threatened to dimin- 
ish the university. 

April, 1007, was truly a dlsas- 
terous month for McGill. Within 
elevén.days.of each other, two 
fires Vroke out one destroying 
the Macdonald Engineering 
Building,. the other the McGUl 
Medical School and Museum. 

At 4 B.m. April IS, 1007, 
flames were suddenly discover- 
ed shooting out of. the Engin- 
eering Buildbig, the alarm was 
given, but by the time the fire' 
engines arrived, the strong wind 
had spread the flames through- 
out the building. However, the 
firemen did a marvellous Job 
of saving the Workman Build- 
ing behind the Engineerhig 

several times by^flamei. It took 

the Fire Department 2V4 hours 
to bring the fire under control, 
but by that time the root and 
walls had collapsed, and almost 
all of the building except the 
ground floor was totally de- 
stroyed. All, that is, 'except the 
exam papers, which some pro- 
fessor had reinoved from the 
building priviously, perhaps 
from intuitioL. 



An inquiry later disclosed the 
fact that the night watchman 
who was always in charge of 
this building, was ill that night 
and he had' found no one to 

J take his place. The origin of 
the fire was never known, but 
one could not help feeling that 
It a nightwatc{iman had been 
at his post as usual, the fire 
might: have 'been prevented, or 
at least' stoppèd in time. 

On April 26, 1007, anoUier 
fire hit McGlll, this time des- 
troying the Méditai Building, 
one of the best equipped in 
America. The results of this 
fire were mosti disastrous, for 
In addition to the usual equip- 
ment the Museum, one of the 
best on the continent was de- 
stroyed. 

This flra also broke out early ' 
in the morning, and a passer- 
by gave the alarm and awoke 

. the Janitor. Soon the fire was 
pretty well under way, and a 
crowd of people gathered to 
watch. Every few minutes the 

' roar of flames was punctuated 
with crashes, as the chemicals- 
were exploding, and the 
crowds ran. back a considerable 
distance. 

This fire was believed to be 
the work of incendiaries since 
two suspicious characters were 
seen hiding in the bushes near 
the medical building Just be-

McGill students will have their 
first opportunity to get behind 
tlic ncwly-formcd Red and 
White Society tomorrow when 
the Red Wings distribute mem- 
bership cards at all major cam- 
pus buildings. 

Sponsored by the Students Ex- 
ecutive Council, the organization is 
being formed to promote activities 
of interest to the campus as a whole 
and the hope of the organizing 
committee is that every student will 
become a member. 

After registration, all the people 
will be divided into teams of either 
10 or 20, and each team will have 
a captain, who will be elected to 
represent It on an executive coun- 
cil.

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Veterans' Society 
Discusses Plans 

Constitution, History 
Outlined at Dawson; 
. Petition Formulated 

. "Ihere. is a need on the part of 
the veterans for dear and unpre- 
judiced thinking— we are older and 
more mature people than the aver- 
age student at McGill," an execu- 
tive member of the Veterans' So- 
ciety said at a meeting of the Mc- 
Gill Student Veterans' Society held 
on Tuesday evening at the theatre 
In Dawson College to acquaint the 
veterans of the college with the 
society and its functions. The 
meeting was attended by over 250 
veterans. 

The constitution of the Society 
was read and discussed and 
achievements to date were outlin- 
ed. The society . was responsible 
for the organization of tutorials 
which benefitted both veteran and 
non-veteran students: it supported 
protests against exclusion of Jap- 
anese students and dealt with the 
problem of bitter feeling toward 
veterans on the campus. It also 
took an Important part in the post- 
war conference held in the spring.

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Outside Athletics 

Tho return of Intercollegiate sporta to the 
campus has laid emphasis on the rulings made by 
student governing organiiationB reatrioUng the 
students from partaking in outside athletics. 
Althoughfthe ruling may appear unfair to sotne 
who resenTâny infringement on their freedom 
when out of classes, much consideration and 
many experiences have led to its inolMsion among 
the statutes governing athletics on the oampua. 

It is felt that a 'Student, having e^^ccptional 
ability in a particular sport, should niake it 
available to his University first and foremost. 
In this way, Uie welfare of the student ii insured 
since that his atudie? will be paramount in the 
eyes of the coaches, chosen by authorities who 
feel that a student !a at the University to learn. 

Tho instructors in the various sports have 
been selected because of their ability to infuse 
the students with a sense of sportsmanship and 
fairness, — two factors of prime importance 
in the molding of a firm and strong ohoraoter. 

^Vhile no overemphasis is placed on athletic, 
prowess, students take grc^t pride and interest 
in seeing the representatives of MoQlll victorious 
on the field of sport. For this reason alope the 
first thought of the athlete should bo to win for 
his team and college, rather than for an outside 
team. 

The |,tudent can be rewarded not oiily in self* 
Bfttisfaotion but also in material ways. He has 
'lost nothing which cannot bo regained upon 
graduation, and he h^s gained much in friend- 
ship, respect and experience. 

It might be well to point out that thç above 
rulings are strict Qnd definHe* Although outlined 
In the Handbook, a récapitulation and explana- 
tion may clarify a few points. , 

Outside Athletics are those not under the 
general supervision of the Students' Athletioa 
Council or of the Canadian Intercollegiate Athle- 
tic Union, and in order to participate in them, the 
student must obtain a written statement from 
the captain or manager of his team to the effect 
that his services will not be needed. 

Following this procédure, the applicant must 
seek the permission of tho AthloUcs ManagèTi 
and must present himself in person to> meeting 
of the Athletics* Council.. If passed by this body, 
the ratification of the Advisory Athletics Board, 
which considers the acftdemlo record of the sti}» 
dent desiring the permission, must be obtained. 
If approved by the Board, thi ••applicant may 
tftke part In any outside athletics dcvipnted by 
the itatement of approval. 

However, any student who takes matters in 
his own hands and disregards the formal proce- 
dure of obtaining officiai permission, greatly 
endangers his university standing. Any student 
who takes part in outside athletics wiUiout per 
n^iwlon is immediately barred from participation 
in all University athletics. 

Along with this, he is reported to the Advi/ory 
Board, which has the Authority to suspend the 
offender from the University,— a course of action 
followed more than once in the pàst. Qnco sus» 
ponded, thé case rests until diaousséd by Senate. 
> Tho risks of illegal participation do not ap- 
pear to be worth the punishment.

Being alono is something experienced by every- 
one at some time or another during our lifetime. 
Being alono li a terrible .feeling, and a feeling 
that many a returning veteran has when first 
he la stared in the face with return to civilian 
life. There are thousands like htm. The subject of 
being alone, being a difficult thing to- expraw In 
editorial terms, is better told as a itory.' a atory 
which appropriately cannot very well be given 
a name. And the story goes something liko this: 

A heavy fog drifted lazily in tho streets, 
which was not uncommon in Maine at this time of 
year. It waa very late at nigbt, and he was walk- 
ing slowly, thinking as he walked. He, was alone. 
Gad! what a horrible word . . . but he > wa* 
completely alono. He even wondered if God 
was there with him, because his religion had 
taught him God was always with everyone. He 
even wondered about religion, although he knew 
he ahpuldn't. But he wondered. 

Discharged from the Navy about a month, 
previously be was working in the shipyard now; 
learning to be a >Velder, 'they said. He had to 
wear masks and armo^ for protection, and some- 
how it had made him feel he was sUU in the 
fights. Even though he did want to return to school, 
he WBs happier doing this, he would tell himselt 
He had hoped, when he took the work, It would 
help him forget that he was alohe. 

Even in the Navy with three million others 
around wearing Navy bluea'wlth bell-bottom 
trousers and ridiculous white hats, he was alone. 
Tliat's the type of person he was, though; one 
who was alone, no matter where he was. Ho 
would attend a cocktail party with loud muslo 
and laughten^ ibklng crowds. He would even 
carry on a sound argument on politlca or the 
Japanese question, and atlll bo alone. He was 
always alone ... in thoughts. In mind. In under- 
standing. 

Alone. The awful meaning of that word. No 
one near he could talk to that would really 
understand. No friends, really, that is. No Jean 
to kiss passionately and who would try to make 
him forget that really he was alone. No Jean to 
laugh at something he'd say; or a smirk he'd 
smirk when slopping beer at the dark aiid dirty 
"Pat's Place" on the comer. No Mother or Dad or 
Sister to say a consoling or friendly word in their 
attempt to understand. No one . . . not even his 
dog to lap his hand affectionately with a long wet 
tongue, or wag a tall, or scratch a paw aa though 
speaking. None of these. He wa really alone, 

He wondered would he ever have happiness 
again . .v^as^he^ew happiness? Would he ever 
be otherwIie'than'aloheT He had wondered about 
all these things as he read ."Escape From Free- 
dom" by Fromm — as though he had any to 
escape from; as he reread his letters from Jean; 
from home; aa he walked to church in the rain; 
as hé lay in the dark trying to sleep. And these 
things that made him feel alone . . . would they 
ever leave? Perhaps It he knew less about his 
psychological illness" as the doctors and books 
called It, he would be better off. Perhaps if he 
could really and sincerely be carefree he would 
never be alone , . . but he could not be. 

As he walked along, he thought and thought

'for a glass of beer. From the gaily colored Juke 
box the familiar notes blasted into]iilils&ears 
of "ill Walk Alone." He sat down aiid^ered 
harshly, listened sulkily, and drank a tall, slim, 
frosted glass of beer. After leaving the tavern, he 
walked faster through the fog which seemed to 
be hanging heavier now. He walked farther and 
farther away from the lights of the small town, 
and finally he passed Into a thick bank of fog and

Fire Prevention Week 

For the first timo in six long yeara, Fire 
Prevention Week will bo observed under peace- 
time instead of war-time conditions. During that 
period, the world has seen the use of fire as a 
major weapon of war. It was the endeavour of 
both sides to reduce the other side's ability to 
wage war by the destruction by fire of his war 
plants and at the- same time every effort was 
made in the homeland to prevent such destruc- 
tion. In the end, the Allies by reason of vastly 
superior war materials, won out. ■ 

But have we won the fight against the fire 
demon here at home? A glance at the front page 
of this issue will show that even here at McQuI 
we have not been immune from the relentless 
attacks of fire. Even more recent holocausts have 
mdicatçdi that the danger of fire is mounting 
Bteadily; The destruction by flro^of one of the 
Gréaî^IÂke8jf,'pàBsenger boats,;! the burning of 
a'fâmoùs~''MuBkokà summer resort, and the near- 
annihilation of Halifax show us very forcibly 
that greater care must be taken in the future. • 

In spite of the efforts of fire prevention and 
fire protection officials throughout Canada, fire 
losses jumpftd from. slightly more than 24Vb mil- 
lion: dqlli^rilJn 1030. to over 40 million dollars in 
lQ44^''fit: is quite true that the values at risk 
in the latter year were far in excess of those in 
1030 but it is also a fact that ovory effort was 
being put forth to conserve oiir. resources for tlie 
war. In spite of those efforts,- this country saw a 
mounting firo loss year after year.- Now that 
hostilities have ended, let us nope that there 
will not be a repetition of events following the 
last great' war when between 1019 and 1022 fire 
losses, jumped from 25 millions to 64 millions in 
property damage alone, 

There seems to be a general feeling that now 
that tho war is over, something akin to a Utopia 
will be reached. We may not exactly «attain that 
goal and we certainly will not if we permit life 
and property to bo destroyed at the appalling 
rate which has been reached in recent yesrs» It 
would seem that the world i9-w»iUng..,to m»k« 
a fresh start in many phsses'of^jta'wdatpnoe. 
Fire Provention Week 'this year offers Rp-ipx» 
cellcnt opportunity to intensify our efforts 'In 
the prevention of fire in our homes, schools, 
univereitiDs, places of business and factories. It 
only remains for us to keep in mind that wo arc 
going to be. careful of fire from now on, remem- 
bering th^t full.Y 80 per cent, of om fires wo due 
to eareleissess. '

Indian Art and Civilization 



The most beautiful thing at the 
"Indians of Canada" exhibit, now 
being shown at in Redpath Library, 
is the beadwork. , In lovely. Intri- 
cate, geometrical and floral pat- 
terns, it Is used to ornament almost 
everything, from clothes to war 
clubs. Sometimes it covers the ob- 
ject entirely, so that it looks like 
a mass of beads held together in- 
visiblly, the work of some medicine 
man versed In magic. 

It was hard to decide what was 
most' beautiful In the exhibit. Can- 
adian Indian art seems to be of a 
very high standard. The advanced 
level of the Indian civilization can 
be seen in such things as painted 
boxes for blankets and household 
goods, carved silver spoons, carved 
stone receptacles for food, Jewelry, 
plates, and elaborate clothes. • 

Fur Is'used to a great extent, for 
ornament, end for household goods, 
Weaving with tiny porcupine quills, 
moose hair embroidery, carving In 
Ivory, in wood and In stone, are 
some of the crafts featured. The 
Halda Indians 'of the West Coast 
are featured in an extensive and 
very Interesting display. Carvings 
are mostly in black slate, that is 
carved when soil, and later dries 
when exposed to the sun. Totem 
poles In miniature show that atten- 
tion to detail that characterizes all 
the Indian work. 

One of the most fascinating Halda 
exhibits Is a carved atone eagle, 
lyhig on Its back, with a bowl 
shaped opening In the middle. It is 
a lltUe big for an ashtray, and a 
little small for a diih, but it is none 
the less beautiful. 

Scenes from the life of the Plains 
Indians are represented In two 
groups of dolls, not more than five 
Inches high, and made with great 
care to detail. One group shows a 
wlgman, with the family going 
about Its usual activities. All tho 
membera are dressed in exact dupli- 
cates of real clothes. One can Judge 
the exactness of the tiny costumes, 
by comparing them with the com- 
plete, life-size outfits that hang in

showcase nearby. It is Interest- 
ing to note the delicate. beadwork 
on the squaw's dress,^raid^ni the 
sack in which she -Vcarrlea . the 
papoose. 

A sallbig party. In two eanoes, 
makes up the' second group. They 
look as though they ' are going ,to 
war. The men are masks, big paint- 
ed wooden masks in ono boat, and 
smaU hair covered ones . In tho 
other. The canoes are of different 
shape and design. Background and 
sea are made of painted skins. 

The civilisation of the Indians is 
dearly shown in a scries of groups 
of implements used for the main 
activities and occupations. "Trade" 
features beads, wampum, silver and 
furs. "Hunting" shows knives, bows 
and arrows, arrow stralghten'ers, 
head bands, and In the middle of 
the material array one small, lost 
looking, stuffed baby ermine. 

"War" Is ropreiented by scalp 
locks, and among other weapons, 
two clubs, one carved, the other 
covered with akin, embroidered In 
beads. It Is strange to see weapons 
of war adorned so as to hiake them 
a thing of beauty.* 

"Fishing" has a section to itself, 
and Judging by the variety of nets 
and traps emplpyed, it has an equal 
importance to hunting. Next to 
it is the section on household goods, 
showing the preparation of food 
and certain basic foodstuffs. Carv- 
ed dishes and serving platters that 
go with the section, are distributed 
throughout the exhibition, accord- 
ing to the -material and the type 
of workmanship. 

"Medicine Man" is interesting and 
highly technical, deserving close 
study. One thing Is rather unusu- 



al: a mask that closely approxi- 
mates the human face, ^without dis- 
tortion in colouring and exprès- 

In fashions tho costume, of the 
sqtiaw 'brings a brand new idea: 
decorations of bands of quilling. 
Ribbons about thrco Inches wide, 
made of small slUc diamonds, in a 
variety of colours, are sewn to- 
gether in quilt pattern and used 
instead of embroidery. The dress 
has leggings to match. 

The dress of the UtUe girl is the 
most elaborate, with much bead 
embroidery. The aquaw has a 
necklace reaching down to the 
knees. Fringes decorate Uic man's 
tunic. All three have bead em- 
broidered mocassins. 

The most delicate workmanship 
shown, is the moose hair embroi- 
dery on wool, and on birch bark, 
and the porcupine quill weaving. 
The most uUlItarlan exhibits are a 
birch bark canoe, and snowshots 
In two sizes. 

Tbo only exhibits . that do not 
show artistry (biit are Ihterestbig 
nevertheless) are some prehistoric 
aboriginal bones. They are in tho 
section devoted to books on tho 
Indians. The section continues 
throughout the Exhibition, as 
photographs and paintings of In- 
dians are to be found In all the 
showcases.

The dining-room Is one of the hap- 
piest spots around the University, 
the reason being that the meals 
are "par excellence,'! and second 
helpings are to ,be had for the ask- 
ing, as many residents have already 
discovered. The chef is "top-notch" 
and saw service in both wars as an 
officers' cook. Cinlng-room chairs 
could not be purchased in time, but 
one of the local iiopartment stores 
very kindly lent some chairs, until 
the new chairs arrive. Later when 
more equipment is available, it is 
hoped to serve meals to outsiders 
at reasonable rates, for the dining' 
room has a capacity of over ISO. 

The seventy residents are accom' 
modated In 24 double and 22 single 
rooms.
